‘ whioh in this matter might serve in the 
atlaok of the enemy’s ooasts, sad oover 
invasion. In the English Parliament it has 
already been proposed to proleot the forti- 
floations in order to plaoo them in a con* 
dition to resist the new vessels. Who knows, 
if in ordinary sieges the system of attack 
of Vanban will not be renounoed, and 
if means will not be found to posh forward 
on railways revolving towers armed with 
heavy guns. The duel has oommenoed bs* 
tween iron and cannon; and if in naval bat- 
tles we are brought back to the spurs of the 
Punio wars, ordiu^ wars will perhaps re 
store to ns something like those monstrous 
machines whioh were made use of in the 
sieges of antiquity. It is important to na> 
tions whioh oars to preserve their position 
not to allow themfelves to be distanoed in 
the struggle. The engineer Ericsson, in 
oonstruotiag the Monitor, has had the merit 
of creating the first vessel whioh may be re- 
ally called invulnerable. The Eagbsh iron- 
plated frigates cannot pretend to that title, 
as they are not entirely covered with iron; 
and, secondly, as their deok is open, the 
same as in the French veseels, so that the 
Oloire as well as the Warrior is liable to be 
boarded. France has reason to oongratn.' 
late herself on having adopted for her iron- 
oased vessels a smaller model than that 
used in England; bat she mast also tarn to 
aooount the important lessons whioh the 
Amerioans have given ns. She most at the 
same time oontinue the improvements in ar- 
tillflry that she has oommenoed. The sub- 
stitution of oyliodrioal for oylindrioal-ooni- 
oal shots is, we know, one of the questions 
on whioh our soisntifio offioers are now oo 
oupied. It will perhaps famish a means of 
effioaoiously resisting the armor-oovered 
ships.

We have jnst passed 
ihrengh one of the most terrible and bloody 
battles ever fought on the Amerioan conti- 
nent, and gained a glorious victory over the 
eombiued forces of Beauregard, Johnston, 
Bragg, and all the re it of the rebel hordes 
— kilUng A Sidney Johnston and General 
Boggles. It was indeed a glorious viotory, 
but a costly one to the friends of the Union; 
and now to the partioularp; 

When 1 last wrote to you, we were at 
Columbia, waiting for a bridge to be built; 
and General Buell, fearing something might 
happen here, ordered oar division ahead of 
McCook’s, and so we started and waded the 
river (it being waist deep), and here I saw 
the Legions, William, Dave, and Capt. Van- 
Bant and John, who gave me a canteen full 
of the necessary, wbioh went very well afttr 
wading the river. 

Our division pushed forward as fast as 
prssible, closely lollewed by McCook Mid 
all of Buell’s army. We arrived in Savan- 
nah on Saturday evening, whioh is eight 
miles below here, and on Sunday morning 
beard the fight commence but did not start 
for the aoene of aciion until 1 o’olook, for 
General Grant was down tbere when the 
fight oommenoed. He told General Nelson 
that if he needed him he would send word, 
and if he did not get word, to start at 1 
o’clock; and at that time we left for the 
fight, wbioh was now raging most terribly. 

We oame up on a doubte-quiok, and ar 
rived on tho oppoiite side at 6 o’olook. Our 
brigade crossed the river first and oame just 
in lime to nave the day and our army from 
a total defeat. I shall never forget that 
scene There were at least 6.000 men at 
the river, panio-strioken, who could not be 
induced to go into the fighi; the rebels had 
driven our left olear to the river; all seemed 
lost. Just as our regiment had formed in 
line of battle, the rebela made the last 
oharge on our batteries; but our brigade 
gave them such a volley that they fell back 
in double-quiok time, and, darknesa ooming 
on, the firing eaased on both sides. Thus 
we rested on onr arms for the night. Our 
company was thrown out as skirmish ore, 
and oonsequenlly were about 300 yards in 
advanoe of our line of battle. It oom- 
menoed raining at 8 o’olook and kept np 
all night. Thus we lay when you were 
quietly seated writing that letter. Two 
ganboais kept firing every half hour

SlTSM ThODSABD FaDBEALS AMD RbBBLS

The Pittsburg eorrespondeut of the Chiosg o 
Times writes as follows, uuder date of the 
20th, in regard to the killed and wounded 
at the battle of Shiloh: 

The work of burial ia complete, and the 
returns show over six thousand killed, of 
whom four thoasaad and four hundred were 
rebels. It ia difficult 16 aooouut for this, < 
but the rebel dead are undoubtedly double 
our own number, lu estimating the mor 
tality, the fatally wounded must be added 
to this number, swelling it up to over 
seven thousand Idlled ia the battle. In ad- 
dition, there are eight thousand of our men 
in the hospitals, who were wounded in the 
battle. We have no means of knowing how 
many of the enemy are wounded, but un- 
doubtevily the number is as great as ours. 
Seven thousand killed and sixteen thousand 
wounded gives a total of twenty-three 
thousand men disabled in the great battle 
of Shiloh 

Ths Late Rbbel VioTear otbb Bdbh- 
siDs. — The rebels have been claiming a 
viotory over Burnside at Elisabeth city.

The report' stntM that the work has been 
more than ha.'f-eompleted by the State of 
Illinois, it havL'g expendtd three ont of 
over six million do.'lars. 

The eanal has br«n in operation sinee 
1848, and now yields an annual revenue of 
about $2,000,0(M. This Will be greatly in- 
creased by the enlergemeiM of the Illinois 
river, as proposed The S.'ete of Illinois 
otfers this canal and reveaoe the United 
States, on condition that Coagresd will 
provide the means of enlarting it so aa to 
pass gunboats from tke lakes to the Missis- 
sippi This will plaoe ns on an equality 
with Great B-itain, by our being able to 
pass war vessels from the ocean to the laka^. 

The report, in view of the fket that, by 
treaty, the United States is prohibited front 
building or moualiag ETmed veeeels on the 
lakes, urges tke neceesity and importance of 
the imme^te enlargement of thisoann', by 
whioh the gnnboat fleet on the Miesieeippi 
could be pasted through to the leke. Had 
this medium of eommunioatioa been epen 
at the beginning of the rebellion, the 1200 
vessels aad 16,000 sailors now shut up on 
the lakea weald have been at the disposal of 
the Oovernmsnt, and the saving to the 
Treasury during the pnst year would have 
been vastly mere than the eoet of the eon- 
templated work. The Committee believe its 
inoome will more than pay the interest on 
its cost, and nltimately pay the entire in- 
vestment.

XXZVIIth Congress— ?irst Session. 

Wasbinoton, April 28. — Senate — The 
President pro tern, presented n oommanien- 
tion oonoeming the number and ages of the 
aUves, &o., in the Dlsiriot of Oolnmbia. 
The Seoretarj said the statistios ware oom- 
piled some years ago, and were, perhape, 
available now. The eommunioatioa was 
referred to the Committee on tho District of 
Columbia. 

Messrs. Ring and Sumner presented peti- 
tions in favor of the emanolpation of slaves 

Mr. Davis presented petitions from tobaeoo 
manufacturers, asking for a redaction of the 
proposed tax on tobaeoo. 

Mr. Wilson, of Mm*-, from the Military 
Committee, reported book the bill for the 
organiiktion of the signal department and 
moved its indefinite postponement. Post- 
poned. 

Mr. Wilson, of Mass., offered a resolution 
that the Seoretary of War be requested to 
inquire into the oondition of the Harper’s 
Ferry Armory, what damage has been done 
to it, what is the value of the property of 
ths United States now there, and what 
amount ia ncoessary, and whether it is ex- 
pedient to restore the armory and re-employ 
the workmen. Adopted. 

Mr. Pomeroy introduced a bill to prevent 
the importation of adulterated Kquors, by 
providing a punishment therefor. 

On motion of Mr. Wilson, of Massachu- 
setts, the resolutions of the Ohio Legisla. 
ture in regard to rebels keeping tbeir slaves 
at Camp Chase, were taken up. 

Mr Sherman read a letter from a mem- 
ber of the Legielaturo, oonoeming the rebel 
prisoners being permitted to go odiout the 
oi'y of Columbus, lonoge at the hotels, and 
abuse the Government with perfect isnpunity; 
also, an article in the Cinoionati Commer- 
cial to the same effeot; also, aaothier arliolo 
in the Cincinnati Gaiette, showflng that 
Governor Tod was taking measures to have 
the negroes at Camp Chase liberated, and 
the rebel priioners removed to proper quar 
ters. The reeolutions were refenwd to the 
Military Committee. 

On motion of Mr. Trumbull, the bill for 
the more convenient enforoement of hhe laws 
for the security to keep the peace for good 
behavior was taken up. After some disous- 
sioB, the bill passed — yeas, 36; nays, 3 

Mr. Wade presented several petitions 
asking for an uniform eyatem of taxBtion, 
aooording to the population of a State, and 
protesting sgainst the passage of the tax 
bill from the House. 

The Senate then went into executive ses- 
sion, and Babsequantly adj ournsd. 

Iloutt . — The Speaker announoed fte fol-

Mr. Olin remarked that he h<id heretofore 
asked to be excused from serving on the 
committee, and be repeated the reasons for 
tho request, which was now oomplisd withu 

On motion of Mr. MoPharaon^ it was re- 
solved that the Seoretary of War transmit to 
the House copies of reports of the eom- 
manders of regiments, brigades and divis 
I ions engaged in the battle of Shiloh, Tenn. 

On motion of Mr. Gooch, the Sena^ bill 
for the recognition of Hayti and Liberia 
was referred to ihe Commitlee on Foreign 
Afl'.Airs. 

On motion of Mr. Colfax, it waa resolved 
that the Judiciary Commitlee be instructed 
to inquire into the expedianoy of reporting 
for punishment all guilty of defrauding the 
Government, with penalties similar to those 
for grand larceny. 

Mr^ Spauld’.ng iotrodaoed a joint resolu- 
tion, whioh waa referred to the Conunittee 
on Commeroe, anthoriiing the appointment 
of oommissionors to negooiate oonoeming 
the reoiprooity treaty, and authorixing the 
President to give the necessary notice for 
torminatingthe present unfair treaty. 

Mr. Ashley reported back from the Com- 
mittee on Territories, the bill to prevent and 
panish ths praotioe of polyp^amy and to an- 
nul oertain acta of the Territory ef Utah 
establiehing the same. 

Mr. Morrill eaid this bill was the same as 
introduced by him two years ago, with the 
exception of ite appliability to the District 
of Columbia. The bill was passed. 

The House resumed the ooeideration of 
the report on Government eontraots. The 
first resolution reported by them was posU 
poned for two weeks. The next resolution 
was then taken np.

Thsrs is 
much siokness among our troops, the result 
of fatigue and exposure in an unhaalthy 
olimate. 

Refugees report General ViUipqua still in 
oommand at Fort Wright Hu has a feres 
of stx or eight thousand men. Guns from 
Fort Randolph have bsen taken there. A 
large number of negroes were ooastautly at 
work atrengthening the fortifioations. 

There is a report hero whioh is deemed 
reliable, that a rebel gunboat fleet is ooming 
up the river to attaek our flotilla aad then 
make a bold stroke lor the possession of the 
MississippL On the reception of thiircpoit 
a steamer was immediataly dispatobed to 
Island No 10, having on board sulfioient 
gunners to man the* batteries there 

Refugees report a despotic esusorship ex- 
ercised at all points south over tha publio 
prints, which dared ottered nothing derog- 
atory to the cause of the rebellion. They 
say the Union men there are firm and loyM 
as ever, rejoioing at the near approseh of 
the Federal army. Union olubs nightly in 
Memphis ars holding eorrespondsaos with 
similar olnbs in nearly every large oity 
south. 

Gen. Prentiss and other Federal prison* 
srs had bean in Memphis, and werereoeivsd 
with marked attention from Union people. 
They were taken to Tuscaloosa. 

Fort Harris.- just above Memphis, had 
bean overflowed by aerevassa, 'vbloh caused, 
also, mu6h damage to tho surrounding 
oooniry. 

Cairo, April 28 — The steamer Eitella, 
from Pittsburg Landing, has arrived. The

> everyth IB g is quiet. A reoonnoissaaea ia 
force di*oovered tha enemy strongly posted 
at Pea Ridge. Three miles beyond oor 
lines were pickets, bat they didn’t advanoe 
to attack tium. 

There ia news from Fort Pillow The 
mortars still fire oeoasionallv- Rnfugeea 
from Mimphis reporta strong Union feeling 
existing there. The msjority of tho people 
are anxiously awaiting the arrival of our 
forces to take possession. It was not be 
lieved I hat the oity would be burned, but 
I that all the ootton, sugar and molasses 
would bo destroyed. 

Van Dora, Prioe and Jiff. Thompson 
were at Memphis with about 6 000 miser 
ably eUd troops. They remain there to 
awe ihe people into snhmission to the ooa- 
soription aot whioh is being enforced. 
Hunbreds of the inhabitants are leaving 
daily to avoid imprisonment. Most of tho 
twelve months’ men, whose term of service 
is about to expire, refute to r« enlist under 
any oircumstanoes. They are deserting in 
large numbors. 

Naw Yaxx, April 28. — Arrived, the 
steam gunboat Counecticat, from the South- 
west pass on the 12ih inat. Tho Conneeti 
out brought siok aad wounded seamen from 
the squadron. When she left the Misais- 
bippi, all the ships of ths expedition to New 
Orleans were inside the passes and had their 
I decks sanded and were ail ready for aotioa.
